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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 
la. Applicant's election of group II, claims 11-15, and 19-20 in Paper No. 7 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

3. Claims 1 1-13 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP 0 273 984 Al, in v i ew of Mattcson (U S-i&6a^. 
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As to claims 11-13 and 19-21, EP '984 discloses an apparatus with welding electrodes 
for welding cans comprising a welding current connected to the electrodes, a controllable switch 
arrangement, control device for the switch arrangements, and wherein the control device is 
configured to receive from the means a signal indicating the edge of the article to be welded has 
exited between the electrode rollers and in dependence thereon to deliver to the switch 
arrangement a signal to discontinue the welding current to the electrode rollers (page 3, lines 
19-23, page 8, last paragraph - page 9, first paragraph, page 4, last paragraph). However, EP 
'984 lacks the mention of using an A.C current supplying to the electrode. Since, A.C current is 
conventional in the can welding art, it would have been obvious to assume that EP '984 is using 
an A.C current. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 14 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior arts of record fail to show a disk with plurality of different thickness in a 
predetermined proportion to the thickness of the articles to be welded. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-13 and 19-20 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
